NEGOTIATING A LOAN. : 

CHICAGO, September 15.—A Times special 
from San Francisco says: Col.G. W. McFar- 
lane, who arrived here on the last steamer 
trom Honolulu, will proceed to New York and 
London in a few days to negotiate a loan for 
the Hawallan Government. On the 


same day that the steamer left Honolulu the 
Legislature passed an act authorizing the 
lacing of $2,000,000 of Hawaiian bonds on the 
ndop market, the bonds to bear 6 per cent 
interest, redeemable in twenty years. Col. 
McFarlane is instructed to treat through Mr. 
R. H. Armstrong, who represents a syndicate 
of English capitalists. The syndicate is com- 
osed of Baring Bros. and Sir Alexander 
athewson, oneof the wealthiest barons in 
England, who is Mr. Armstrong’s uncle. This 
syndicate will be joined by Claus 
Spreckles, who already holds $500,000 of the 
awaiian Government bonds. It is 
understood that the money secured by the 
consolidated revenue of the country is to be 
used for internal improvements and pro- 
ductive works, and for payment of all out- 
standing Government bonds bearing 7 and 9 
per cent. The conditions of the loan will be 
the same as the last Chinese loan of $7,000,000 
floated on the London market. The full text 
of the private dispatches which Col. McFar- 
lane bears from King Kalakaua to Mr. Arm- 
strong will not be made public until the 
Colonel returns to Honolulu. 
JUDD DEPOSED. 

One of the last acts of the Legislature was 
to depose Charles Judd, the King’s Chamber- 
lain, whose unpopularity was so marked that 
his dismissal was the occasion of general re- 
cicing. The ex-Chamberlain's accounts are

HORRORS OF THE CHOLERA.

DEAR Sir:—Nothing could have been more 
opportune than your visit to this afflicted city.

The indomitable spirit of the people 
has already shown itself in the activity of the

There isa large class of people who, 
by the calamity, have been rendered houseless 


and homeless, with no prospects of 
any restoration without efficient help. 
They are small property owners to 


whom their little dwellings were their all, and 
upon whom the weight of the shock has fallen 
with its principal force. Often encumbered 
with mortgages, these structures can not be 
repaired without help. My knowledge of and 
my association with these people have given 
me abundant opportunity to learn these facts, 
and I have been greatly impressed with the 
immediate necessity of relief to them. Funds 
must be raised by voluntary contributions 
to assist this class, and thus by 
relieving them a class above them 
is free to restore theirown injured property, 
which they are able and willing to do. The 
great organization which you represent could 
do nothing more in accordance with their 
principles and practice than to assist in this 
great Christian effort.

The front 
wall, to the extent of three feet perpen- 
dicularly, went in with the side. Otner- 
wise the house was intact, except 
that it was buiged and cracked in several 
places. In the next room to her sleeping 
roomers was Mrs. Samuel Tufts, who, with 
her child, were badly frightened. The damage 
to the house is about $300.

PUBLIC PRINTER BENEDICT INAUGURAT- 
ING SOME NEEDED REFORMS. 


Carriages and Horses to Be Sold and the 
Money Turned Over to the Treasury De- 
partment—Mistakes in the Nomination of 
Democratic Congressional Candidates — 
Searching Female Chinese Smugglers—A 
815,000,000 Bond Call to Be Issued To- 
Day—Washington News. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., September 15.— The 
new Public Printer, Benedict, has already 
begun the work of reforming many abuses 
which had existed under Rounds’ administra- 
tion. It is stated that all the horses and car- 
riages not actually necessary for the public 
business of the office will be sold at an early 
day and the proceeds converted into the 
Treasury. At present six horses and five 
carriages are kept at the expense of the Gov- 
ernment nearly all of which can be dispensed 
with without detriment to the service. 


Searching Female Smugglers. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., September 15.—The 
Secretary of State, some time ago, transmitted 
to the Treasury Department a complaint made 
by the Chinese Minister that certain Chinese 


females who arrived at San Fransisco on the 
steamer San Pablo were, on their landing, 
searched allover their persons by male cus- 
toms officers atthe wharf, inthe presence of 
many spectators, and that some of them had 
to take off their outer dress reluctantly by 
compulsory orders. After an examination of 
the facts a reply was to-day made to the Sec- 
retary of State, stating that the females 
were searched by male customs officers 
in the temporary absence of a female in- 
spector, that no personal search was made, 
but that the females were compelled to re- 
move from their bodies certain newand un- 
worn overcoats, which they wore in addition 
to their usual raiment for the evident purpose 
of smuggling the same into the United States. 
Furthermore, the report states that ‘‘al- 
though it was — from external view that 
these females had on their bodies large quan- 
tities of unnecessary clothing or material be- 
lieved to be sm N goods, yet the Survey- 
or did not order their persuns searched for the 
reason that there was mo inspectress to per- 
form that duty.’’ 
NO PRIVILEGES FOR RED SKINS. 

The Treasury Department has decided that 
Indians living in the United states near the 
Canadian frontier are not entitled to the 
privilege of purchasing horses and cattle in 
Canada and importing them into the United 
Stutes free of duty. either under section 2515 
of the Revised Statutes or otherwise. The 
section of law mentioned applies only to 
eltries brought into the territory of the 
Jnited States by Indians, and the proper 
oods and effects of whatever nature of 
ndiuns passing and repassing the boundary 
lines, and has no reference to merchandise, 
animals, ete., which may have been purchased 
by Indians and imported for the purpose of 
sule in the United States.

On the day of the primary election the em- 
ployes in the M., K. & T. and the Missouri Pa- 
cific, were handed envelopes containing More 
tickets by the heade of the different depart- 
ments, and informed that the company desired 
More nominated, and that it would be well for 
them to vote for him. They were packed ina 
carriage and driventothe polis. Superintend- 
ent Frey, Master Carbuilder Walker, General 
Foreman Jones and several other officials were 
stationed on either side of the platform lead- 
ing to the voting-place as the men were 
marched to deposit their ballots. 

Several of these employes inform your cor- 
respondent that they voted for More merely 
because they did not want to lose their posi- 
tions.

LONDON, September15.—The general opinion 
is that Lord Randolph Churchill made a tacti- 
cal mistake in agreeing to give time for the 
discussion of Mr. Parnell’s land bill, unless 
he had intended to make concessions which 
might tide over the winter. It seems proba- 
ble that when he assented to give time he had 
also in mind to agsert such arrangements as 
might prolong the truce until Parliament meets 
again in January. But Lord Hartington put 
his foot down against the surrender. It is ad- 
mitted that produce has fallen to such an ex- 
tent in value in Ireland that a rent which was 
fair in 1881 is no longer fair to the tenant. It may 
de that many Irish tenants who ask for a re- 
duction of rent can pay full rent, but such a 
payment of rent would have to be made out of 
former accumulations, notout of the profits 
ofthe year. Full rent, therefore, would be 
unjust. Because a man can pay an unjust 
rent there is noreason why he ought to do 80. 

IDDLESLEIGH AT BALMORAL. 

Lord Iddlesieigh started suddenly for Bal- 
moral on Saturday morning. It is altogether 
monstrous that inthe midst of a European 
crisis the Foreign Secretary should be secluded 
in the remote recesses of the Highlands, i fan- 
cy, however, that Lord Iddlesleigh's journey 
northward, which at first appears unexplain- 


able and unjustifiable, is really due 
to the very proper anxiety of the 
Cabinet to prevent the Queen from 


committing herself lu support of Prince Alex- 
ander’s lost and hopeless cause any fur- 
ther than she has already done. 

The Ministers are also extremely desirous 
of preventing Prince Alexander’s impending 
visit to the English Court. His coming over 
in compliance with the invitation which has 
been sent him with such elaborate ostentation 
would be simply a ridiculous sort of defiance 
to the Courts of St. Petersburg, Berlin and 
Vienna. ‘The Queen should be advised to 
empty her head of the Battenburgs, who have 
filled ita great deal too long. I cannot under- 
stand why these peasants—for in the main 
they are peasants—should deem it necessary 
to import a German Prince with a huge salary 
and all the wretched tomfooleries ofa court 
into their country. 

ROWTON'S LIFE OF BEACONSFIELD. 

There has been a great deal of rigmarole gos- 
sip during the last tortnight about Lord Row- 
ton’s projected Lite of Lord Beaconsfield.’’ 
It is manifestly impossible that any complete 
biography could be published for at least ten 
years to come, but there is no earthly reason 
why the work should not be divided, and let- 
ting the first part (extending say down to 
March, 1882,) appear as soon as it is ready. I 
fancy, however, that Lord Rowton has made 
very little progress in histask, which had 
much better have been confined to more ex- 
perienced hands. 

ABRAM HAYWARD’S CORRESPONDENCE. 

An eagei ly expected volume of the late Abram 
Hay ward’s correspondence will be published 
next month by Mr. Murray.

everything for forty-five years. He was very 
much behind the scenes in the early days of 
Disraeli’s leadership. It may be hoped that 
his papers will get into judicious hands, and 
that they will not be hacked about as Charles 
Greviile’s journal has been by its timid editor. 
CARLYLE LITERATURE, 

There has been a perfect hailstorm of what 
may be termed Carlyle literature during 
the last few years, but 1 have 
not met with anything more interesting 
than the account of a visit to Ecclefechan, the 
cradle of the Carlyle family, which recently 
appeared ina Scotch newspaper. I append 
two extracts Wich throw quite a new light on 
Carlyle and his family, and which are calcu- 
lated to considerably discompose those who 
have been holding him up as a sort of inisrep- 
resented archangel: 

I met many people in Ecclefechban who had 
known the Carlyles, but not a soul who 
had a good word to say for them. 
One old fellow was emphatic in his re- 
peated assurances that the OCarlyles 
were a disrespected race. He assured me 
that he had known Carlyle’s father when he 
was a mason. I was fain to believe rim, 
though a hasty computation of days and years 
made the statement a trifle dubious. Car- 
lyle’s father had beena downright rascal, a 
bitter, ill-natured, coarse brute, a man who 
hated his neighbors only less than strangers, 
one who took a serious view of life and re- 
sembled Rob’s friend in not being able to get 
enuf o’feighting. Auld Tam Carlyle himself 
was vast mairlike for a mad-house, nor owt 
else.’ Tom and his wife came to Ec- 
clefechan very often 
my old frien is often met them 
trundling along the road, Carlyle muffled up 
in a plaid, walking twenty yards in front, and 
Mrs. Carlyle dragging along behind in a cloak 
not worth 4 pence. One day, while Carlyle was 
staying with James Carlyle, the brothers, 
Thomas and James, set out for a five-mile 
walk. James himself was famous for taci- 
turnity, but after half the distance had been 
covered his soul craved communion. He 
spoke, but got no answer. He spoke ain, 
but stillin vain. Another mile was walked: 
Then James flung away in dudgeon, protest- 
ing ‘If our Tam lives to be a hundred, I'll no 
walk a mile wi’ him.’ 

‘‘Again the station master at Ecclefechan, a 
ovial soul, painfully wanting in reverence for 

arlyle's biographer, was very amusing at 
Mr. Froude’s expense. It had been kepta 
secret, even from him, that Carlyle was to be 
buried inthe place of his birth. When the 
ebfiin arrived no 1 had been made for 
it. Lremembered Froude’s vivid picture of 
the coffin standing bare in the station yard 
under a thin fall of snow, but the station-

SAW THE SEA SERPENT. 


The Big Object Lieut. Foster Discovered in 
the North River.

NEW Lonk, September 15.—The sea serpent 
has appeared in the North River just off 
Twenty-seventh street, unless Lleut.

it was thirty feet long and nearly eighteen 
inches through at the thickest part; then 
he knew that it was the sea serpent. 
He shouted to some longshoremen to look at 
itand yelled up to Quartermaster Haine on 
the deck of the man-of-war to get the binocu- 
lar and see what he could make out of it, 
Meanwhile the streak of gray went up the 
stream ut the rate of two miles an hour, while 
the longshoremen gazed upon it with admira- 
tion, Quartermaster Haine brougut his big 
marine glass to bear on the object, and fol- 
lowed it along until it had navigated as far as 


the Twenty-ninth street pier. Just then 
a steam * came snorting up 
behind it. he gray object ac- 


cording to the lookers on, seemed much 
frightened at this and slid down under the 
water out of the way and didn’t appear again 
although Foster and the longshoremen waited 
long and anxiously for a second free exhibi- 
tion. 
I know these sea serpent stories are hard 
to believe,’’ said Lieut. Foster to the Post- 
DISPATCH reporter yesterday, but I believe 
in this sea serpent because I saw it myself, 
and there were — of trustworthy eyes to 
corroborate my own. It wasn’t a porpoise, be- 
cause there would have been flus to it. Its 
body wasn’t scaly either, but smooth 
and slimy, of adark slate color. From the 
quantity of it that saw I should judge that it 
must have been fully sixty feet long. We 
couldn’tseethe head or tail ourselves, but 
there was a commotion in the water about 
where the head and tail ought to have been. 
The body was round and tapering, and proba- 
bly eighteen inches in diameter in its stoutest 
art.’’

He engaged her forthwith, and she made her 
first New York appearance in the second role 
in Love on Crutches.’’ George Gould saw 
her that night but be did not succeed in ob- 
taining an introduction to her until 
five months after. He at ounce 
became assiduous in his attentions. 
He called at the Thirty-eighth street flat every 
afternoon at 3 o’eclock to take Miss Kingdon 
driving. The Daly Company sailed for Europe 
and met with great success. In the latter part 
of July young Gould crossed inthe Etruria 
and met Miss hingdonin Paris. It was there 
that the wedding was arranged. After a 
Pmonth’s absence he returaed to this country 
in the Servia, and at once took his father into 
bis confidence.

counties that report distress. ‘‘The first re- 
lief we have had, the people say, comes 
from St. Louis.“ One correspondent places 
the destitute in Palo Pinto County at 
6,000, another says there are 1,500 starving 
in Eastland County, and 8,000 are without any 
nope to live through the coming winter in 
zunnels County. When Chicago was burned 
in 1872 thousands of dollars poured in, money 
and supplies from every town and city in the 
That was a startling calamity. 
it came in one night, suddenly; at sunset the 
city was prosperous, the next morning a large 
part of itwasinashes. The suffering began 
with calamity, and before it got down to real 
starvation relief was at hand. The Texan 
calamity is not less terrible it is greater. 
But it is the result of months’ ad- 
verse conditions of the elements. No fire 
swept those farmsinanight. Two years ago 
large tracts of land in the afflicted counties 
were wholly unoccupied. Men from Missouri, 
Illinois, Kentucky and Tennessee moved into 
that country, bought schooland railroad lands 
at from 20 to 40 cents per acre—many paying 
only half of that down, as they had to retain a 
portion of their limited means to stock their 
farms on. They bad to live, too. They were 
willing to live hardly, amd they were pressed 
with bardship even beyond their willingness 
to endure. Houses with one room, mud 
foors, bunks in a corner in place of beds, 
SHORT RATIONS AND INSUFFICIENT CHOTHING 
were hardships they‘endured. The summer 
of 1885 was hot and dry very little being pro- 
duced on the new farms. The summer of 
jas—one would have to know ali the profanity 
in the world to correctly depict a Texan’s 
idea of it. Fertile lands produced grass that 
in the latter part of May wastwo inches high 
in Eastland County, andin July the ground 
was bare as a door knob and hard as stone, 
That these people have suffered is not to be 
yondered at. They took with them from the 
land of plenty provision for one year. 
They went into a wilderness and produced 
nothing. Now they are starving. When you 
ask a Texan which isthe largest city inghe 
country he will tell you he does not know, but 
St. Louis is the best. And for the little aid St. 
Louis bas given, every mail brings expressions 
of gratitude. 

Mrs. Ruth Nichols, who has just returned 
from Runnels County, was seen by a reporter 
ofthe PosT-DISPATCH last evening. She said: 
“Tam glad to hear something has been done 
for Runnels County. I know of the suffering 
there, forisawit, The people are in a des- 
perate condition. Ieannot imagine how they 
willget through the winter. There are anum- 
der of causes contributing to this distress, 
but the chief is drouth for two seasons. 
There was no rain in Runnels County to 
amount to anything for eighteen months 
up to July. There was only a shower in March, 
andthen in July—late in 
was a heavy sand storm that demolished 
houses and added to the distress. A ten minu- 
tes shower of ruin followed this storm, but the 
ground was so burnt out by that time that 
nothing could be raised. In addition to this 
lack of rain in that part of Texas, 
they suffer from hot winds. At nine 
o'clock every morning a hot wind comes up 
and blows until 5 o’clock in the afternoon. It 
dries every bit of moisture in its track. Per- 
sons who are exposed to it for long time suffer 
fom enormously swelled eyebalis and often 
lose their sight entirely. The ladies keep 
closely within doors and powder savagely to 
avoid the awful sensation of the heat. With- 
outrain, and these hot winds blowing every 
day, any country would be parched and 
burned hard as brick,

J. W. Davis, one of the young confidence 
men who, while stopping at the Lindell Hotel 
last month, victimized several lawyers and 
real estate men out of small sums by making 
them the St. Louis representatives of a 
bogus CRicago mercantile loan and trust 
company, was arraigned for a pre- 
liminary hearing before Judge Noonan 


in the Court of Criminal Correction this morn- 
ing. The first case against him charged him 
with defrauding the iaw firm of Fassett & Har- 
ris out of $12. By consent he was allowed to 
plead guilty to petit larcenyin this case and 
on recommendation of Mr. Harvey, who rep- 
resented the State, was let off with four 
months in jail, while a nolle prosequi 
was entered in another case on the 
docket charging him with attempting to 
defraud Attorney L. Frank Ottofy out of $25. 
These are the only two charges that were pre- 
ferred against Davis, so that he has escaped 
with rather light punishment. He and a pal 
came here about a month and a half o, and 
stopping at the Lindell Hotel managed 0 get 
the better of several shrewd attorneys and real 
estate agents, collecting 325 from each on 
promises that they were to be made 
the St. uis agent of an ex- 
tensive loan and collecting concern. 
After working the town pretty thoroughly 
they started down onthe St. Louis & San 
Francisco road and were arrested there for 
defrauding an attorney. Fassett & Harris 
identified Davis asthe man who victimized 
them and had him brought back. He offered 
to pay back the money he got from them if let 
o, but they were relentiess. They seem to 
Rave softened somewhat toward him, how- 
ever, as the disposal of to-day’s cases show.

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 


The Dausman Tobacco Factory Totally Con- 
sumed—The Loss Estimated at $20,000. 


The Dausman Tobacco Factory on the corner 
of Sixteenth and Poplar streets was destroyed 
by fire last night. It was shortly before 7 
o clock that Private Watchman Charles Daven- 
port discovered smoke issuing from one of the 
factory windows and turned on an alarm from 
box No. 899. The flames had 
made considerable headway before the alarm 
was turned on, however, and when the 


department arrived it was found to be im- 
— to save the building. The fire had 
een burning less than fifteen minutes when 
the west wall fell, and some of the people 
viewing the fire made a narrow escape from 
being buried beneath it. The building fronted 
on Poplar street and had a depth of 
128 feet. In the basement was a 
fifty horse-power engine and a large amount 
of sugar, molasses and licorice. The first 
fioor was the press-room. The third floor 
contained the stemmers, and on the fourth 
there were 35,000 feet of steam- pipe for drying 
urposes. All the stock is a total loss, 
Though the fire burned flercely the flames 
were confined entirely to the Dausman build- 
ing. This is the third time the factory has 
caught fire,but was never completely destroyed 
before. The total loss is estimated at $20,000 
and the full amount of insurance is $26,000, 
which is placed in twelve different companies. 
The capacity of the factory was 10,000 pounds 
aday and employment was given to about 
two hundred people.

ST. LOUIS COMMANDERY TO DEDICATE ITS 
HEADQUARTERS, 


Preparations — The Roll by States — The 


Mayo’s Illness—Conclave Chat. 


To-day Sir Knight Thos. O. Noxon is putting 
the finishing touches on the decorations of 
Masonic Hall. To-morrow night the Execu- 
tive Committee, of which Jack P. Richard- 
son is chairman, will formally trans- 
fer their work to the com- 
mandery. The dedication will be made 
the occasion for a banquet and reception to 
the friends of the commandery. A band will 
be stationed on a platform erected at the east

THE DECORATIONS 

of the hall were very fully described in the 
POST-DISPATCH of last Saturday. They 
consist of a series of histori- 
cal pictures, representing events in 
the lives of the Crusaders. These pictures, 
which line the walls, will be preserved 
by the commanderies and used to 
decorate their working rooms after 
the Conclave. Abeve the outer panels of the 
ceiling are draped in Moorish tentage. 
Through an opening above is seen the azure 
sky, dotted with silver stars. The divisions 
between the panel are draped in red, one 
bearing the inscription, St. Louis Command- 
ery No. 1.“ and the other the motto, In Hoo 
Signo Vinces.’’ From east to west the full 
length of the hall hang two lines of baskets 
filled with flowers and trailing vines.

MEETING OF THE TENTH CONGRESSIONAL 
DISTRICT DELEGATES TO-DAY. 


One More Attempt to Bring the Ninth Dis- 
trict Committee Into Line-—Still Looking 
for a Candidate—The Republican Prima- 
ries and Conventions—Political Gossip.

There was no 
other candidate and Clardy was nominated by 
acclamation. The convention drew together 
a large collection ofthe rankand file of the 
Democracy who gathered around such leader 
as Jasper N. Barks, R. J. Claiborne, Thos. F. 
Farrelly, R. W. Goode and others. 


O'Neill on Glover. 


Hon. J.J. O'Neill, Democratic Congress- 
man, is the subject of unfavorable reports 
which are being circulated among politicians.

ACCIDENT OR SUICIDE. 


Drowning of a Young German—Arthbuth 
not’s Confession—East Side News. 


The bloated body of a young man about 20 
years ot age was found this morning by sev- 
eral boys in Cahokia Creek, near the yVandalia 
trestle.

IS HE ALIVE? 


The Alleged False Death and Interment of 
a Chicago Embezzler. 


CuicaGo, September 15.—On the 8th inst. 
William J. Clingen, ex-clerk of the Armory 
Police Court of this city, died very suddenly, 
and was buried the following day at Calvary 
Cemetery. Olingen was a prominent figure 
in local politics and had for several months 
been under indictment for a deficit of several 
thousand dollars in bis accounts. The cir- 


cumstances of his sudden death were but 
briefly chronicled in the daily papers, and 
whatfacts were ascertained, it is claimed, 
came from one source, The deceased nas 
been suffering from an attack of pleurisy, 
which, it was given out, had finally reached 
the beart and caused death. 

A local paper this morningsays: It is cur- 
rently reported that Clingen is not dead at all 
and that there was altogether too much mys- 
tery and haste in the funeral] arrangements of 
the alleged deceased. The rumors were at 
first set afloat by certain members of the 
Order of Foresters, of whicn Clingen was a 
member, but with which order he denied any 
connection when the embezzlement cases 
were brought against him in the Oriminal 
Court. The Foresters claim that none of them 
were allowed to see the body even eight 
hours after death, on account of the 
state of decomposition into which it had 
50 rapidly fallen—so the family and some near 
friends put it. Even intimate friends of the 
alleged dead man were refused permission to 
gee the body, and so far as is known no one 
#aw the tace of the dead from the time of the 
announcement of death until the interment of 
the body in Calvary Cemetery esterday. The 
certificate of death was signed by Dr. Gibson 
whose name does notappear in the directory. 
It was on the strength of this certificate 
that no coroner's inquest wag held. The 
rumors Of suspicion of trickery reaehed the 
— Law Department, and itis understood that 
an nvestigation is in progress and thatthe 
Case against Clingen will not be nolle-prossed 
forthe present at least. A peculiar circum- 
Stance isthe fact that the body was not in- 
terred on the day of the funeral, but was kept 
in a vauit until yesterday This 
circumstance 18 looked upon Wit! 
suspleion, in view of the tendency of the 
warm weather at this Season.of the year to 
aid decomposition to such ail extent that 
should suspicion be aroused before burial it 
would be impossible to identify the body.’”

its end that even a change for the better could 
haraly be expected to accomplish any good at 
all. The club, in the words of the gentleman 
referred to, has been playing ‘‘bum’’ ball 
ever since ‘‘O. P.’’ stepped in, and this, to- 
gether with a multiplicity of other causes, has 
done much towards the managers’ resolve to 
institute a general reform. 

Cincinnati will do all in its power to 
strengthen its club during the winter so as to 
be in proper shape next year to make a strong 
bid for the championship, which, it says, will 
float over Porkopolis for the year of 87.

Afiair. 


The Washington Post,’’ remarks the Chi- 
cago Heraid, ‘‘intimates that the base Dall 
championship will be thrown to Chicago this 
year in accordance withan agreement which 
has existed all along between the managers of 
the National League. Its reason for thinking 
so—at least for saying so—is the fact that the 
Detroit Club has been playing in bad form for

Conditions go a long way 
toward making and unmaking records; a 
broken thumb, a lame ankle,a sore wrist—any 
little vexation of that kind—is very likely to 
pull a leading base ball clubright away from 
the champiomship. There is little doubt, we 
think, that the miserable form in which 
Ewing has been for so long has lost New 
York the opportnnity she had to win the 
pennant this season. Chicago caught her 
streak of ill-luck about a month ago, when 
four of her best players were so maimed as to 
be totally unfit for work. Detroit has had a 
pretty tough experience within the last fort- 
night, but she seems to have got her second 
wind now; itis out of reason to expect a base- 
ball club to go through a season of six months 
with nevera setback. It is one of the easiest 
things in the world to how! and to ery ‘foul 
Play, but it is quite another thing to demon- 
strate that a man or a set of men should be in- 
vincible and infallible in this human life of 
ours.’’

SPINAL MENINGITIS. 


The Disease of Which Dewdrop Died—The 
Filly Buried. 


Dewdrop, the famous $29,000 filly of the 
Dwyers, is underthe sod. The burial ‘took 
place at Sheepshead Bay, says a Gravesend 
dispatch. She was buried within the inclosed 
fields opposite the Dwyer stable, and a head- 
stone will be placed over her.

The report that Dewdrop died by the acci- 
dental severing of an artery was erroneous, as 
her death was entirely due to oerebro-spinal 
meningitis. The rumor arose from the fact 
that when gy was attempted as a last 
resort to save her life, the blood was so thin 
thatit flowed in great quantities from the 
puncture. 

Mr. Mike Dwyer said that Winfred, which 
was reported to be dying, has regained his 
health and is in no danger. Joe Cotton, which 
the Dwyers bought during the summer, has 
one wrong, and has been turned out to grass 
or the year.
